Gen. Sheridan in his annual report to 


the Secretary of "War indulges in some 
speculations about future contests. He 
thinks it very unlikely that tiny foreign 
nation will attempt to wage war against 
the United States on land. It were 
easy, he thinks, to marshal a defensive 
army ia onr land of at least a million 
and a half of soldiers. To cope with 
such a host Europe wonld have to send 
a still larger forca; but there is not 
flhipping enough afloat to transport such 
an army and to supply the munitions it 
•would need. Tho sole danger we have 
to fear therefore is from the attack of 
powerful fleets, which might lay our 
chief seaports uuder contribution. Who 
can estimate the damage that might be 
done by such a fleet to New York? The 
amount which it might levy on that 
rich city as the price of forbearance 
•would far exceed the cost of fortifica- 
tions that would enable it to defy as- 
saiilt, 


There are not many cities on our sea- 


board, vulnerable to attack, which re- 
ceive onr imports or send abroad our 
exports. Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Norfolk, New Orleans, 
San Francisco and one or two others, 
are the chief. The-range of cannon 
alls are DOW so great that fortifications 
•would ne^'d be constructed miles below 
the cities themselves. If torpedoes are 
partly depended on to frighten away 
hostile ships, they who operate them 
must have siipporting works, so that 
the electrical apparatus shall not be de- 
stroyed by boats' crew assailing them 
from the rear. What theu is the esti- 
mated outlay needed to shield these im- 
portant cities from attack? An army 
board replies, about sixty millions of 
dollars. 
Ot cours not all of this sum 


will be demanded next year. 
Tho 


works and th%tr armament would re- 
quire more than a year to be constructed. 
But the work ought to be begun at 
once, and ten or fifteen millions of dol- 
lars would be needed to begin. 


Hitherto delay has been counseled 


because constant improvements were 
taking place in guns. 
Have not such 


improvements, however, been made as 
put us practically at the mercy of Spain, 
luly, or Chili? And before proper for- 
tifications are reared, shall we not have 
n chance to ascertain whether guns of 
longer range tire demanded than we now 
dream of? Fortress Monroe has per- 
haps now become a partially obsolete 
fort; yet we recollect that twenty years 
ago it seemed one of the chief bulwarks 
of our country; and the fortresses which 
our engineering genius now proposes to 
construct may be a bulwark against pos- 
sible aggressions for half a century. 
One of the best securities against as- 
saults from foreign foes is the knowl- 
edge that our main harbors are invxil- 
uerable. At piesent they are so utterly 
defenceless that foreign nations wonder 
at our procrastination. 


One of the promises of our Democratic 


friends is that the coming administra- | 
tion will extend our ocean navigation, j 
American ships are again to frequent the 
seas. If so, they may need occasional 
guardianship from an efficient nary. To 
help maintain a vigilant ocean police we 
need different naval ships from those we 
now have. 
Our old steamers have 


become antiquated. 
Our wooden ships 


are fast decaying. Steel and iron are 
the fashion of the age. 
Our naval ad- 


visory board therefore recommends an 
addition to the navy of twelve new 
cruisers, to be provided for iu the fiscal 
year ending June 30th, 1S86. 
And they 


estimate tho cost at about nine and a 
half millions of dollars. 
Now the 


Lower House at the last session refused 
to make any appropriation for new 
cruisers. They affected to distrust the 
Secretary of the Navy. It seems to us 
that they were unjust to Mr. Chandler, 
for he seemed to have an unassembled 
desire to add to^the efficiency of the navy, 
and -was willing to accept any restric- 
tions on his contracts -which Congress 
might impose. 
Evidently he had an 


honest desire to connect his name •with 
a new and improved navy. 


Bnt Secretary Chandler and John 


Koaob. need no longer be a bugbear to 


Congressmen. A new President will be 
inaugurated, a new cabinet selected 
next March. New officials will decide 
what shipbuilders shall construct the 
needed cruisers. Senator Bayard sur- 
prised us a year'ago, by affirming that 
there were within thirty miles of his 
residence at least four shipbuilders that 
have the requisite plant for constucting 
steel cruisers. Very well. Now that 
nsw men, pledged to economy, are to be 
charged with disbursing the national 
treasure, lat Congress make the proper 
appropriations; and if fifteen millions 
of dollars will be needed next year to 
begin, fortifications and ten millions for 
a new navy, wo apprehend that if the 
tax be taken off from sugar, the execss 
of the national income will be so small 
that our present tariff will not need be 
altered.

Mr. Elaine «»«rcs<ies Tlmt JUJls JBc- 


feat Was ConJilinjl's Victory. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 8.—A Washing- 


ton special to the Press and Knicker- 
bocker relates an interview with Blaine 
by a gentleman who holds a high posi- 
tion at the Capita!, a stanch Republican 
and a warm friend of the defeated can- 
didate. Blaine confesses frankly that 
his defeat was Coiikling'a victory, and 
gave the following narrative: 


"The coldness," Blaine said, "be- 


tween Mr. Coukling mid myself is of 
long standing, dating back to the time 
we both were in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, lie has opposed my political 
advancement ever since that titns. Of 
course, I retaliated, bat more in a de- 
fensive way than otherwise, until Mr. 
Conkling assumed an antagonistic po- 
sition toward the late President Gar- 
flald, when I took the offensive and op- 
posed Mr. Conkling'a return to the 
Senate after ho had resigned his seat. 
It is a mistake to say that Garfield op- 
posed Mr. Conkling'a return. He was 
entirely careless concerning the matter. 
Ha laid he cared nothing for the annoy- 
ance that that gentleman might attempt 
aguinst his administration. 
Garfield 


intended that his administration should 
be such as to merit the approval of the 
country and lie did not believe that 
Conkling or any other one man could 
successfully oppose it. But I could not 
bring myself to look upon the matter in 
thut°light, and brought to bear what 
opposition I could to Conkling's return 
to the Senate. 
As ho had opposed my 


political advancement, I had a perfect 
right to retaliate in kind. He was de- 
feated, and thus matters stood until the 
approach of the national convention, 
when I was put in the field for the nom- 
ination by my friends. I had doubts as 
to the propriety of my taking the posi- 
tion with so powerful an opponent at 
large. But I was assured that Mr. Conk- 
ling had turned his back on politics; 
that he would take no part in the can- 
vass for either the nomination or the 
election. In addition to this I was 
visited by committees uud written to 
from all sections of the country, urging 
me to consent to the use of my nama 
before the convention. I finally yielded. 
I had taken pains to learn Mr. Conk- 
ling's feelings. At first he was reticent, 
saying he was out of politics. Later he 
said he hoped the Convention would 
nominate a man. 
This was interpreted

He has had his revenge. I don't 


say I kept him out of the Senate, but I 
did all I could to do so, and he has 
prevented my election to the Presi- 
lency. It was Mr. Conkling alone who 
could have given New York State to ma 
and he would not. Perhaps I could 
uave returned him to the Senate, but I 
would not. But he has beaten me three 
times to my once beating him. He 
prevented my nomination in 1870 and 
1880, and defeated mo in 1884." 


Blaine, it is said, showed no feeling

ALASKA. 


The Carson Index says it has been 


favored with a copy of the report of 
Governor Kinkead, of Alaska: "The 
Governor has sojourned several days 
in Carson while on his trip to Wash- 
ington, and will probably start this 
evening on his way eastward. 
x AVe find verye much in his report 
which is of remarkable interest; es- 
pecially when we reflect that Governor 
Kinkead has been familiar with our 
Northwest acquisition of territory from 
the day he witnessed the hauling down 
of the Russian flag and the hoisting of 
the " Stars and Stripes " as the consum- 
mation of what is called Seward's pur- 
chase. 
It is brief but pregnant with 


clearly statsd facts. This vast territory 
is but little known, but it becomes more 
and more evident that it contains quits 
remarkable resources in timber, mines, 
furs, fisheries, seals, etc., with a climate 
which is perfectly endurable to all per- 
sons who have been reared in the tem- 
perate zone. Congress could not more 
profitably serve the people during the 
present session than by legislating upon 
the various points embraced in this re- 
port. The establishment of adequate 
civil authority in every one of the many, 
but widely separated, localities seems 
to be the very first demand. The Or- 
ganic Act does not seem to be sufficient- 
ly comprehensive and should probably 
contain additional governmental pro- 
visions, as well as such well-considered 
regulations as would enable the acquire- 
ment by individuals of titles to realty. 


The Governor will probably remain 


for some time this Winter, under leave 
of absence, at Washington, and we hope 
he will induce vtry much of needed reg- 
ulations for the more perfect benefit of 
the mixed peoples of Alaska."

DEiE SIB:—I herewith furnish you a 


complete statistical statement of the 
varied resources of Washoe county, 
•which, in the main, is self-explanatory. 
It will be seen that the approximate 
area of agricultural 
land is given at 


72,000 acres. Ibis estimate is made 
upon lands that can be reached with ir- 
rigating ditches without serious diffi- 
culty. There are of course many thou- 
sands of acres of the very finest agri- 
cultural land that is practically impos- 
sible to reach -with irrigating ditches 
and, which for that reason, must remain 
worthless for all time unless a system 
of irrigation can be established by means 
of artesian -wells. Although the experi- 
ment of obtaining water for irrigating 
purposes by that moans has never been 
tested in this county the universal be- 
lief is'that the task of obtaining artesian 
water would not bo a difficult one in 
any of our numerous small valleys. In 
my judgment it would be a wise stroke 
of public policy on the part of counties 
and the State to encourage experiments 
of this kind by substantial aid.

The Silver State says: 
Leggins' band of Piutes, who re- 


mained peaceable during the Bannock 
war, were treated upon the cessation of j 
hostilities exactly the same as the cap- 
tured hostiles. 
By order of the In- 


dian Bureau, they were taken under 
military escort from Fort McDermit, 
by way of Camp Harney, where they 
wore joined by the hostiles, to Yakima, 
AVashinpton Territory. 
Naches and 


Sarah Winnemucca went from here to 
Washington to intercede for Leggins' 
band, and upon the representation of 
General Howard 
and other military 


officers, who were in the campaign 
against the Bannocks, and who knew 
that Leggins' baud was not on the war- 
path*, tha Secretary of the 
Interior 


promised Naches that the exiled Piutes 
should be permitted to return to their 
own country, and that they should bo 
luruished a military escort 
through 


Oregon. Owing to opposition of the 
Indian Bureau and a change in the 
Cabinet, this promise was not fulfilled, 
although the Indians expected it would 
be; and after patiently waiting nearly 
three years, they made their escape 
from Yftlsiam, 
crossed the Columbia 


river, and evading as far aa possible 
the settlements 
iu 
Oregon, finally 


reached their native hunting grounds, 
near Fort McDermit, utmost naked and 
starving. 
During the intensely cole 


weather two years ago, they suffered 
from hunger, as they had been on the 
road from Yakima all Summer, and had 
it not been for the military nnd settlers, 
many of them would have starved to 
death. The Legislature of 1883 asked 
Congress to provide for their immediate 
wants, and Congressman Cassuly sue 
(seeded in getting $5,000 appropriated 
to purchase food nnd clothing for them 
About $1,000 of that amount was ox 
pencled under tbo direction of the mili- 
tary nt MuDermit for their benefit, anc 
poh'tiblo the Indian Bun'un may be abh 
to account for the balance of it, thougl 
the Indians derived no benefit fioui it 
Subsequently 
an appropriation 
was 


miule to be expended lu removing Leg- 
gins and his baud to some resr-rvUiou. 
A week ago, E. C. Ellet, a special In- 
dian Commissioner, arrived from the 
East at McDormit to arrange for leinov- 
ing the Induinn. Ha hold a council 
with the head men of Leggius' bund, 
and they protested against being taken 
away from the land of their birth, 
stilting that as their young men could 
work for tho hettlers herding cattle, 
etc., 
and hunt dear and othur eamc' 


they preferred to remain, but expressed 
thc'hopH that tho Government would 
iuu'-i'le, ilr.ruif; lh" \VuiiiM nuiuiln »t 
must, for rUe ol.l and di-croi/iil o£ UJP 
baud, through tho military, who always 
befriended friendly Indians. Commis- 
sioner .Ellet, accompanied by Lieuten- 
ant Colviilo P. Terrell, then went to 
the Pyiamid Reservation to hee what 
provision, if any, had been marie for 
the noitheru Indians, and if thure -a-as 
sufficient arable land there to accommo- 
date them. We lean, that thoy found 
that the lands which the northern lu- 
duius would have to occupy on the reser- 
vation are not susceptible of cultivation ; 
that the best lands al-iug the Truckee 
for eight or nine miles bhlow Wads- 
worth tire oeeiiuiBd by white squatters, 
who have good fences, nnd comfortable 
houses; anil that Wiunuraucoa Lak«, 
which the Indians claim w.is originally 
included in tho reservation, ii, now a 
resort for Chinese fishermen. They 
also ascertained that the supplies hir- 
nished the reservation were not stiffi 
cient for the want of the Indians now 
there, and that Leggius' band woulc 
have to hupport themselves or Rtarvo i" 
removed thoro. 
Commissioner EHet 


after due consultation with Agent Gib- 
son nt tlie reservation, did not hesitate 
to say that he would recommend Ihi 
removal of the squatter!; from tho_Res 
t'rvation, but eveu if that is accomplished 
there will not be room there for Leg- 
gum' baud, the old and feeble of whom 
in his opinion, hhould be piovidt-d fo 
where they urn.
